Now Colonel Wash- 
ington of Mount Vernon had spent a very 
busy boyhood fighting Indians and managing 
the estates of a familv that was rather in- 
dolent and not particularly efficient and 
more than willing to “let George do it’’ pro. 
)yided they got thelr notes endorsed and 
| their gambling bills paid. Which means that 


of a somewhat sketchy nature and that he 
never learned to spell correctly. 


Heaven forbid that we should hold this up 
against him. Although he associated with 
French officers for a great many years of 
his life and had no better friend than the 
Marquess of Lafayette, he never learned to 
speak French. And until the end of his days 
‘he sinned against the rules of orthography. 
He simply had no gift for language. But he 
was not called upon to write pretty little 
/poems for-the benefit of dear Queen Char-

| PANISH motor vehicle laws 
S provide that no one may od- 
tain a license to drive an 
automobile unless he is between 
the ages of 18 and 67 years, is 
at least 4 feet 3% inches tall, 
and weighs fn proportion to his 
height. Only persons free from 
a number of diseases and with 
perfect hearing and eyesight 
are to be qualified for licenses. 

The permits are granted by 
health inspectors, and holders 
lass than 40 years of age must 
be re-examined exery 19 years:

My Dear Herr Zimmermann: 

Since I saw you in Berlin TIT have been to 
Switzerland and France and came here a day 
or two ago. I have carried out my plans as 
expressed to the Chancellor and you, and 
have seen many of our representatives at the 
different Kuropean capitals, who came by ap- 
pointment to meet me, and I have discussed 
with them the questions I had in mind. 

I have seen Sir Edward Grey and have 
mentioned to him the interest which the 
United States and Germany had in the free 
dom of the seas, and I am pleased to tell you 
that he was at least willing to listen to the 
suggestion. 

Hoe explained to me, however, that if he 
himself could be brought to the idea if would 
only be upon an agreement that would guar- 
antee the making of aggressive warfare on 
land as impossible as it was intended to make 
it upon the sea. In other words, if the com- 
merce of the world, even in time of war and 
even between belligerents, was to <o free and 
to have access to its own ports and to neu. 
tral ports without molestation, the land 
should be as free of menace as the sea, 

He did not undertake to commit himself 
to the suggestion, and he particularly wanted 
me to know that he was speaking for him- 
self and not for the Government or for the 
people. 

He has promised to discuss the matter with 
his colleagues, and I shall undertake to get 
some estimate of the general sentiment in re- 
gard to such a proposal. 

Of course, vou understand that the conver- 
sation was predicated upon the evacuation of 
Belgium and France and upon the consent cf 
all the Allies.

On the morning of May 7 House and Grey 
drove out to Kew. ‘‘We spoke of the proba- 
bility of an ocean liner being sunk,” recorded 
House, ‘‘and I told him if this were done a 
flame of indignation would sweep across 
America which would in itself probably carry 
us into the war.’ An hour later House was 
with King George in Buckingham Palace. 
“We fell to talking, strangely enough,” the 
Colonel wrote that night, ‘‘of the probability 
of Germany sinking a_ trans-Atlantic liner.

That evening House dined at the American 
Embassy. A dispatch came in stating that at 
2 in the afternoon a German submarine had 
torpedoed and sunk the Lusitania off the 
southern coast of Ireland. Many lives had 
been lost. 

Thus did Germany interpret the freedom of 
the seas. 

The sinking of the Lusitania destroyed all 
hope of beginning negotiations between Ger- 
many and Great Britain. It was now, rather, 
a question as to whether the United States 
itself could remain out of the war. Ambas- 
sador Page regarded immediate intervention 
as inevitable and cabled Wilson to that effect. 
“Page strongly urges the President,’’ House 
recorded, ‘‘to bring us into the struggle upon 
the side of the Allies, stating that he does 
not believe we can retain the good opinion of 
anyone if we fail to do so.” * 

Colonel House himself believed that the 
United States could not long stand aside, in 
view of Germany’s reckless course. ‘It seems 
clear to me,”’ he wrote on May 9, “that the

In the event of war, we should accelerate 
the manufacture of munitions to such an ex- 
tent that we could supply not only ourselves 
but the Allies and so quickly that the world 
would be astounded!
